2: Insist on elim ination of fly 
breeding sources and do not de­ 
pend upon community wide air- 
lane spraying or fogging m achines 
as a substitute for basic sani­ 
tation. 
3: Pood supplies, including milk, 
fnust be protected against con­ 
tam ination. 
4: Always demand safe water 


for drinking or swimming pools. 
5: Insist th at garbage be kept 
in covered containers and disposed 
of 
by incineration or sanitary 
fill. 
6 : Elim inate all unsanitary con­ 
ditions on your own promises. 
7: Practice good personal hy- 
gine. with particular attention to 
personal cleanliness. 
8 : 
Avoid 
excessive 
physical 
strain during poliomyletis season. 
9: Isolation in bed of all child­ 
ren with fever pending diagnosis 
by physician.
